TERMS—Cash. 


THE GUARANTEE—AII animals of breeding 
age are guaranteed breeders. Cows with calves at 
side are not further guaranteed. Females showing 
evidence of being in calf waive further breeding 
guarantee. 


Open heifers are guaranteed regular only. All 
bulls are guaranteed breeders. The young bull, how- 
ever, under 20 months of age is not permitted to run 
with the herd at large. The young bull in the devel- 
oping stage has got to be given proper care. Don’t 
overwork the young bull. 


If you do you'll be the loser in that your calf 
crop is bound to suffer. Give the young bull a break. 
Treat him with consideration, and you won’t be 
sorry. But if a bull fails to breed after you give him 
a 6-month trial he can be returned to the farm of 
the seller if he is in as good condition as when 
bought. The buyer then can demand his money— 
the purchase price or an animal of similar merit may 
be substituted. 


This guarantee applies as well to the females 
selling. As soon as bid off the animal is the property 
of the buyer, and will be loaded on trucks without 
cost. The sale manager will not be responsible for 
any differences that may arise between the seller 
and buyer either legal or otherwise.
